Let Rio de Janeiro have the 2016 Olympics. Chica- 
go is one of four finalists to host ESPN’s Summer X 
Games, the made-for-TV event built on skateboard- 
ing, BMX biking and other extreme sports compe- 
titions. 

Chicago is vying with Charlotte, N.C., Austin, 
Texas, and Detroit to snare the three-year deal, 
which starts in 2014. The games, held over four days, 
would take place in the United Center and on its ad- 
jacent parking lots. ESPN is expected to select the 
host city this month. 

Staging the X Games would bring about 
$50 million in economic impact to Chicago per 
year, according to a recent study A win as host city 


also might restore some measure of civic pride after 
the failed Olympics bid, where despite three years 
of planning, more than $76 million in donations and 
personal appeals from President Obama and Oprah 
Winfrey, Chicago came in dead last among four fi- 
nalists back in 2009. 

“To host the X Games is prestigious, it absolutely 
brings in a crowd, it absolutely brings international 
focus to the city with a younger group of consum- 
ers who are the next generation of tourists here,” 
said Kevin Adler, president of Engage Marketing, a 
Chicago-based sports marketing firm. “I don’t know 
that there is a consolation prize for not hosting the 
Olympics, but it would be a great win for the city” 

Spearheading the effort to land the X Games is 
the Chicago Sports Commission, a 2-year-old off- 
shoot of Choose Chicago, a private nonprofit or- 
ganization that markets the city as a travel destina- 
tion. The sports commission has scored a number 
of victories, including the announcement last week

that Chicago would host the World Triathlon Series 
beginning in 2014. 

While generally perceived as a niche event, the 
X Games would brand the city with international 
street cred among followers, while showcasing Chi- 
cago as a sports hot spot. 

“There’s dozens of events that we’re going after, 
and we’re going to win some and we’re going to lose 
some,” said Sam Stark, executive director of the 
Chicago Sports Commission. “This is just a good 
opportunity at a good time and meets the key crite- 
ria for us of economic impact and exposure.”

Speed bumps 


Ride share program won’t 
be up and running in time 
for Bike to Work Week

The laxinch of Chicago’s Divvy bicycle-shar- 
ing service, set for Friday will be postponed 
two weeks to allow “more extensive testing” 
of equipment, the city’s transportation com- 
missioner told the Tribune on Tuesday 

The decision to delay the long-awaited pro- 
gram, which originally was supposed to start 
operating last year, was made by the Chicago 
Department of Transportation and its busi- 
ness partner that will operate the $22 million 
federally funded experiment, Alta Bicycle 
Share Inc., officials said. 

“We had a few pieces of equipment arrive 
late, so we couldn’t do the extensive testing 
we would like to do. But the decision was 
also based on an overabundance of caution,” 
Chicago Transportation Commissioner Gabe 
Klein said. 

“Tbu will see [bike-docking] stations start- 
ing to go up aroimd the downtown, but we are 
not going to turn on the service for members 


to use on Friday as had been planned during 
Bike to Work Day,” he said. 

Detailed testing will be conducted over the 
next two weeks, Klein said. 

Klein once worked as a consultant to Alta 
and helped introduce bicycle-sharing in 
Washington, DC., where he was the district’s 
transportation director before coming to 
Chicago. He said he recused himself from the 
decision in Chicago to pick Alta as the city’s 
bike-share contractor. 

Alta is also the operator of NewTbrk City’s 
bike-sharing program, which The New York 
Times reported Tuesday has faced many tech- 
nical problems in the two weeks since it began. 

The new start date for the Divvy service 
is June 28, Klein said. As planned, 75 stations 
will be in operation by the end of the month, 
with about 400 stations by spring, according 
to CDOT 

The first Divvy docking station will appear 
at Daley Plaza and be on display Friday morn- 
ing during a Bike to Work Wook rally, accord- 
ing the email announcing the delay 

About 950 three-speed Divvy bikes have 
been delivered to Chicago, city transporta- 
tion officials said.

Even without James Franco and Dan- 
ny McBride threatening to ejaculate 
all over each other, “This is the End” 
would be an aggressive, misguided 
demonstration of self-love. 

A comedy in which Franco, 
McBride, Seth Rogen, Jay Baruchel, 
Jonah Hill, Craig Robinson and 
more familiar faces play themselves 
confronting the apocalypse didn’t 
inherently have to be a Hollywood 
ego-fest. In brief moments, the film 
(co-directed and co-written by Rogen and Evan Goldberg, 
the scribes behind the awesome “Superbad” and hilarious 
“Pineapple Express”) suggests its stars’ doubts about the 
emptiness of their contributions to the world while having 
fun with certain public personas. According to “This is the 
End,” meek Michael Cera is actually a coke-snorting, one- 
man wrecking ball, more likely to smack Rihanna’s ass and 
hook up with two girls at once in a bathroom than stammer 
his feelings into a sweatshirt’s hood. 

Other than the end of the world interrupting a bitchin’ 
party at Franco’s place, the premise revolves around 
Canadian resident Baruchel (“Undeclared,” “She’s Out of 
My League”) visiting his fellow Canuck Rogen in L. A. and 
feeling uncomfortable around his old pal’s newer friends. 
Soon Cera, Jason Segel and many more have vanished into a 
sinkhole and only a handful of survivors hole up in Franco’s 
place, where they bicker about rationing a Milky Way bar 
and take all the drugs they can. 

“This is the End” has a good number of laughs. Well 
before its end, though, the film grows tiresome, and not 
just because the cast barely seems to know what the joke is 
anymore. Is it that these detached Hollywood types never 
saw themselves as vulnerable? (Robinson jokes that actors 
only pretend to be tough, something better explored in 
“Tropic Thunder.”) That their fixation on movies only has 
them prepared to spout pop culture references and, say, deal 
with demonic possession by quoting “The Exorcist”? Or is 
it that the ensemble perceived by the public as close-knit 
might actually turn their backs on each other if the going 
got tough? 

More than anything, “This is the End” exists to throw a 
Hollywood party with less insight than an “Entourage” bash. 
Rogen and Co. envision a world and (spoiler alert, I guess) 
an afterlife that only fits their vision of redemption and hap- 
piness, ignoring their own character details and any other 
people. 

Early in the film, I laughed when Rogen and Franco talked 
about making a sequel to “Pineapple Express” and Franco 
said, “How about we not do ‘Your Highness 2’?” Except, 
by the time the devil’s genitalia becomes a major point of 
emphasis in “This is the End,” “Your Highness 2” is exactly 
what it feels like they’re doing.
